The worm crawls up the stalk 
from the ground and then eats its way 
downward in the centre. Tho corn ou 
high ground is not visited by the worm. 
The corn infested by. .them is ruined, hav- 
ing stopped growing and appearing oa if 
blighted by the^eun, Mr. Nowlin yester- 
day-brought to the Rt-Puuc.ioAN cflieo a 
bottle containing a dozen of thcss ravag- 
ing worms, aud thoso interested can in- 
spect them by calling nt tho sanctum.. 
The WQrms are each half an inch in 
length and travel rapidly when placed on 
a board.

tin; railway .systems o{ tho world. In 
1850 tlio total length of railway* in thih 
oonutry was only alont riino thousr.ucl 
miles. 
At the close of last year we hail 


one humlri'il ami twenty-live thousand 
six Imutlrccl miles of rail. 
TUP total 


mileage of I he \vorkl at the end of 1S8IJ 
vva.s two liiinilvoit and sixty-nine thou- 
sand two 
huuilrt'J 
nnd thirty-four 


miles, of whicb overforty-livo per cent, 
was laid in tho United States. 
And 


calculations havo been made which 
show that should tho ratio that the 
construction in the United States during 
tho past ten years bears to tho total 
incre;ujo continue for a corresponding 
period, this country will liave consid- 
erably more than onc-bnlf tho total 
mileage of tho world in the year 1893. 
It is further estimated that the three 
million square miles of territory iu the 
United States will ultimately require 
three hundred thousand miles of rail- 
road, and should the construction of 
roads continue at the same ratio as for 
the past live years, this number of miles 
will be reached shortly after we enter 
upon tho next century, say about tho 
year 11(05. Tho total cost of 
our 


railways, down to the close of 1884. 
was S7.G50.000.000. The gross parniuo-s 
in 1SS3 were $823,772,92-1, aud the nit 
revenue was S33<5,U11,884. The figures 
with which wo are dealing aro ,so im- 
measurably beyond those we grapple 
with in any other business measured by 
dollars, that we can scarcely realize 
thoir magnitude. 
Some ono observes, 


as an illustration, tho investments rep- 
resented iu the roads of the United 
States exceed by more than a thousand 
millions of dollars tho total of tho 
world's circulation of gold and silver 
coin, and the gross receipts therefrom 
for the year 1SS3 exceed the total value 
of tlio exports of all tho merchandise 
aud specio from' tho United States for 
the year. These ligures, be it also re- 
membered, relate to only one great in- 
terest, that of railways. There has 
been as large, if not a larger, develop- 
ment of wealth in, other directions. Tho 
increase in tho value of land, for in- 
stance, in our country must hare ex- 
ceeded in gross amount the entire cost 
of our railway system. On, the average 
wo spend as much on new houses as on 
new railroads, but unfortunately no 
building statistics are kept outside of a 
few largo cities.—Dcmorest's Slontlily.

Sinci 
then there has been a falling-oi 
each year of nearly or quite one-hal 
from the record for the preceding 
year, until the Railroad Gazette re 
ports the number of miles of nev 
road constructed between Jan. 1 anc 
May 31, 1885, as oniy 451.

885 miles, and there are no signs a 
yet of any recovery in the business
